Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed June 22. 2006 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. Regarding the first argument on page 3 that the examiner has 
misunderstood the applicant arguments that the prior art of Takahashi et al does not 
disclose all the limitations of the claimed invention. Referring to column 3, lines 40-49 
of Takahashi et al (US 6,781 ,648) teaches that the LED are switch on a time division 
mode in field-sequential control also column 3, lines 11-16 teaches that the Red, Green 
and Blue light is continuously in a time division or sequential mode such as taught by 
the instant application. Furthermore claims 22-27 of the prior art of Takahashi et al 
teaches the use of the sequential light of the Red, Green and Blue LEDs.
